How to give alms? 

How will you give alms this Lent? Everyone must do this. Our Ash Wednesday 
collection to aid the work of Catholic Social Services was an important way to reach 
out to the poor, but there are so many other ways. In fact, the best examples of 
almsgiving do not involve money. 

I experienced a “spirit of almsgiving” in our youth when I went to the NCYC in 
Indianapolis last fall. Some of them were moved with compassion for children in 
Uganda affected by war. Their concern for the children’s wellbeing reminded me of 
God’s compassion which stirs deep in our hearts. The mercy of God is the 
foundation of almsgiving. 

The word for almsgiving in Hebrew (sedaqah) describes how God acts toward us. 
When we give alms, we are imitating how God treats us. In the Bible, the word is 
usually translated as “justice” or “righteousness.” God’s justice is the norm of 
God’s conduct. 

It might seem strange to you, but God’s justice regularly has the sense of benevolent 
activity, instead of strict punishment for disobeying the commandments. Often it 
conveys the LORD’S fidelity, even when Israel is not faithful. Like a loving parent, 
God remains faithful when Israel acts like a rotten rebellious child. As St. Paul says, 
“If we are unfaithful, God remains faithful, for he cannot deny himself' (2 Tim. 
2:13). 

Most frequently, God’s justice is seen as “delivering the oppressed,” as in Dt. 10:17- 
19. 

For the LORD your God is God of gods and Lord of lords, 

the great God, triumphant and terrible, free of favoritism, never to be 

bribed. 

He it is who sees justice done for the orphan and the widow, 
who loves the stranger and gives him food and clothing. 

Love the stranger then, for you were once strangers in Egypt. 

God protects the weakest in society. This is exactly what inspires Jesus in the 
parable of the last judgment when he says, “Whatever you did for one of these least 
brethren of mine, you did for me” (Mt. 25:39). Again, it might seem strange, but 
God’s justice is a closely related to his mercy and generosity. These attributes of our 
“just” God are seen in Psalm 114:16-19. 

You open wide your hand and satisfy the desire of every living thing. 
You, LORD, are just in all your ways, faithful in all your works. 

You, LORD, are near to all who call upon you, to all who call upon 
you in truth. 

You satisfy the desire of those who fear you; you hear their cry and 
save them. 

How will you give alms? The best way is to accept God’s mercy and faithfulness 
despite your sins, then beg the Lord for the grace to treat others the same way. Jesus 
modeled almsgiving by as he washed the feet of unfaithful disciples. The secret to 
giving alms is to open your heart to God’s mercy first, then let it flow to others.

An Inmate's Feedback 

"[Our Lord] is sending us out around the world to 
tell all people everywhere the great things God has 
done for them, so that they too will believe and obey 
Him (Romans 1:5)". For those in our Diocese 
involved in the Hope for New Life (HFNL) Ministry, 
Paul's charge to carry the Good News to "all people 
everywhere" includes the men and women in the 
Pennington County Jail. Each Wednesday members 
of the ministry visit the jail to share the Gospel and 
our experience, strength, and hope with the inmates. 
In turn, we are richly blessed by our encounter. In 
the last year we have ministered to over 400 men and 
women. We like to think that through God's Grace 
we touch each life in a special way. One young man, 
who was recently transferred from the jail to the State 
Prison, wrote to us last month. "I think and pray for 
you guys all the time. I miss our weekly meetings 
and sharing the word. I've been in Sioux Falls for two 
weeks and have been going to church groups here...
